NOT A LAWFUL PRIZE. 

French Steamer Taken as Blockade 
Runner Without Evidence of 
Unlawful Intent. 

Washington, May If..— The United 
Scutes supreme court to-day decided the 
prize-money case against the French 
steamer Olyntlo Rodriguez, tho first of 
the naval prize-money cases growing out 
of the Spanish war to reach court. The 
decision was announced by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller, and directed that the vessel, 
which was captured off San Juan, Porto 
Rico on the lTlli of July, last, and 1ms 
been held by this government, shall be 
returned to its owners, on the ground 
(hat it was not proven that tho steam 
er's Ofllcers intended to enter I lie block 
nded port. 



And Imperial Help May Take 
Other Form if Requested 
by Colonies. 



By Associated Press. 

London, May 15.— The secretary of 
state for the colonies, Mr. Chamberlain, 
had a conference to-day on the subject 
of the proposed Pacific cable with Lord 
Strathcona and Mount Royal, the high 
commissioner for Canada, and other 
colonial agents-general, who presented 
certain modifications of the original pro- 
posals. Mr. Chamberlain promised that 
they should receive the best considera- 
tion. 

Replying in the House of Lords to the 
Earl of Aberdeen, former governor-gen- 
eral of Canada, who urged the import- 
ance of the imperial and colonial govern- 
ments reaching an understanding with 
reference to the Pacific cable, the Eurl 
of Selborno, under secretary of state for 
the colonies, said Her Majesty's govern- 
ment wore perfectly prepared to review 
the whole matter in the light of any new 
representations the colonies might make, 
with a sincere desire to arrive at a deci- 
sion satisfactory to all the governments 
concerned. 

During tho course of his remarks, the 
Earl of Selborno assured tho house that 
there was no intention upon the part of 
the government to throw cold water 
upon a matter of such great public in- 
terest, nor wus there any idea of being 
ungracious. Ho expressed surprise at 
the fact that exception had been taken 
to tho government's assertion that the 
cable was more important to Canada 
uul Australasia than to the United 
Kingdom, explaining that this was not 
incompatible with the view that it was 
of great importance to the Empire, as 
might be perfectly true that such u 
project might bo of groat imperial inter- 
est and importance to speciiic portions 
of the Empire. 

Continuing, the under secretary said 
he did not think anyone conversant with 
the financial position of the mutter 
would regard the government's oiler as 
"being ungenerous, because it offered to 
share the burden without demanding a 
share of the profits. The sum of .$100,000 
was named because it seemed to be the 
outside limit on tho proportion of the 
five-eighteenths which Great Britain 
could be called upon to pay. 

The conditions proposed, lie explained, 
were merely such as the experience of 
the post olllco and treasury suggested as 
being the most likely to secure efficiency. 
If the colonies had any objection to urge 
against the form of the British proposals, 
the government were perfectly prepared 
to review tho whole matter with a sin- 
cere desire to arrive at a decision which 
would lie satisfactory to all concerned. 

Lord Twecdmouth, Liberal, supported 
the Earl of Aberdeen in thinking that 
the conditions were unduly stringent.

BOOM IN CHINA 



Preparations to Effectively Deal 
With Rebels Menacing 
Europeans in Kowloon. 



By Associated Press. 

Hongkong, May la.— About 1,350 in- 
fantry soldiers, 100 artilleymen, 50 
engineers and 500 marines have gone to 
the Kowloon hinterland. 

The greatest secrecy is observed as to 
the plans of tho British authorities, and 
nothing is known regarding the actual 
destination of the troops, but it seems 
evident Unit two detachments of troops 
will advance on Tai-Po-Fu and Deep 
Bay, cut off the rebels nnd drive them 
from tho ceded territory. The gun ves- 
sels engaged in the operations have been 
provisioned for eight days. 

Troops are patrolling the European 
quarter of Kowloon. 

It is reported that Chinese rebels from 
Tung Kung invaded British territory 
yesterday evening, and that two armed 
gangs robbed the city of Kowloon. 

Hongkong itself is quiet.

Ottawa, May 15.— A return brought 
down to-day about liquor permits for 
the Yukon shows that on August 8 last 
Mr. F. Peters, of Victoria, telegraphed 
to Mr. Sifton that the Bennett Lake & 
Klondike Navigation Co. had received a 
permit dated May 29 from the govern- 
ment of the Northwest to take 1,000 gal- 
lons of whiskey into the Yukon, but the 
Onsignment had been stopped by the 
mounted police. By order of the depart- 
ment, at Mr. Peters' request, the liquor 
was allowed to pass. 

Similarly on July 28 Mr. Peters tele- 
graphed Mr. Sifton that a Northwest 
permit had been issued to G. A. Strick- 
land to take 3,000 gallons of liquor into 
the Yukon, and asking that instructions 
bo sent to the mounted police to allow 
tho liquor to pass. The reply next day 
was that the mounted police had a list 
of permits which would be recognized, 
and that Strickland's was one of them. 

Mr. Archer Martin telegraphed the 
department of the interior on July 8, 
asking that an order be sent to Major 
Steele at Lake Bennett to release 2,000 
gallons of whiskey owned by Pither & 
Lelser and held by the mounted police. 
Senator Templeman also telegraphed- 
recommending that tho government 
grant Mr. Martin's request, the con- 
signment of whiskey, the Senator said, 
being worth ,?20,000.'" Mr. Sifton sent 
the necessary authority next day. 
Dawson Ferry. 
In the house to-day Mr. Sifton told Sir 
Hibbert Tupper that the government did 
not know what compauy owns or oper- 
ates the bridge and ferry over the Klon- 
dike river. Mr. Sifton was quite sure 
Major Walsh did not assist either com- 
pany to maintain a monopoly by boom- 
iug each side of the river so as to pre- 
vent private boats from landing. 
Afjoinst the Mint. 
At tho evening session Mr. Mclnnes 
moved a resolution in favor of establish- 
ing a mint in Canada. He wanted it 
located at Nnnaimo. 

Mr. Fielding opposed the principle of 
the motion. The establishment of a 
mint, he, said, would mean the introduc- 
tion of a larger amount of metallic cur- 
rency, which would be a disturbing fac- 
tor in Canadian affairs. He favored, 
however, the establishment of a govern- 
ment assay olllco in the West. • 

Several members spoke favorably of 
the establishment of a mint, but after 
Mr, Fielding's remark Mr. Mclnnes 
withdrew his motion. 

The Yukon Inquiry. 
Mr. Sifton told Sir Charles Tupper 
that there had been no communication 
respecting the commission of inquiry re- 
ceived by the government from Mr. Ogii- 
vie, but Mr. Ogilvio in n private letter 
suggested that it would be desirable to 
extend the period to be covered by his 
investigation. 

Mr. Sifton said it was not tho in- 
tention of the government to take steps 
for the appointment of a second judge 
for Yukon district. 

Nothing for British Columbia. 
It is now stated scmi-officially in con- 
nection with the redistribution that 
where it is necessary, owing to popula- 
tion, to sub-divide counties into ridings, 
the work will be entrusted to a commis- 
sion of judges. The bill will apply only 
to Ontario, Quebec and Prince Ed- 
ward.

The steamer brings news that travel 
to the interior over the Dawson trails 
has been shut olT by the mounted poliee 
until such time as it can be regarded us 
.safe. Atlin has been in a differently 
situated up to the time of the Dan- 
ube's departure for Victoria, for that 
country lms experienced a recent cold 
snap, which put the trails for upwards 
of three weeks in good travelling condi- 
tion, Just us the steamer was leaving 
a change had set in, and the warm sun 
was making short work of the snow. 
The lakes had still held firm, but the 
portages between were in very bad 
shape. 

Skagway is now very quiet, and the 
residents are becoming envious of Ben- 
nett Oity, which is said to be the coming 
city of the North. Lots, which sold 
there last year for $50, are now selling 
for $-100 and $500, and the population 
of tie place is said to be steadily in- 
creasing. The Danube brought down 
only .12 passengers. Those included P. 
II. 1'eele, of the Canadian customs at 
Log Cabin, who has lately been ill and 
haa come south for a couple of weeks 
to recuperate. Another arrival from 
Log Cabin was Master I. Marks- 
El. M. Nodeck and G. Mahouey were 
aiioiig the arrivals from Atlin. They 
report that there have been a few new 
striken in the country, but of these, as 
also others, nothing very much will be 
known for two or three weeks, the sea- 
s»n having been very backward. Mr, 
Makoney is down for the purpose of 
getting supplies.

A considerable list of routine business, 
with the defeat of Alderman Williams' 
resolution looking to the utilization of 
the steamer islander for the I'uget 
Sound route, and the delegation of au- 
thority to the park committee to grant 
the privilege to two citizens to erect a 
grand stand at Beacon Hill Park and 
charge lor its use on tin; night of the 
24th— these constituted the chief features 
of last night's council meeting, the last 
item on the list being disposed of at 10 
o'clock. The amendment to the street 
railway regulations by-law, by which th 
smaller cars are permitted to carry their 
full complement of passengers over the 
eitv bridges, went through all stages, op- 
posed onlv by Alderman Cameron; and 
the consolidated debentures by-law was 
read a third time, and formally passed. 

The mayors ami aldermen of the cities 
of Port Angeles, Wash., Portland. Ore., 
Rossland, It. C, and Seattle, Wash., ac- 
cepted with thanks the invitation ex- 
tended to them t" celebrate the Queens 
Birthday with Victorians, their accept- 
ances going on file, while the Mayor re- 
marked: 

"If they all come, the city will be full 
of mayors ami aldermen." 

'And then I suppose we'll have to in- 
crease our police force," obEor-ed one 
of the board; whereat his fellows smilcu. 

Arthur J. Ford, agent of the Septic 
tank system of sewage disposal .it Van- 
couver, transmitted to the council infor- 
mation concerning his system, his com- 
munication being tabled; nnd Heistor- 
uiau &Go. applied for the customary re- 
bate on a permanent sidewalk laid in 
front of the ofllces of Hall, Goepel & Co., 
this application being referred to the 
city engineer. 

To the same official went an appeal 
from George B. Smith for grading on 
Unrbally roan. 

C. C. Moody sent, the council a letter- 
on what subject must remain unknown 
—for so soon as the name of the corrcs 
pondent was mentioned by the clerk 
Alderman Stewurt was ready with r 
motion: 

"1 move that it be taken as read, he 

This was promptly carried, anil the let 
ter went on file. 

S. Blake asked for water connection t< 
the premises of which he bus been owner 
for the past eight or ten years. His 
wells, Mr. Blake declared, bad been con- 
taminated by the pond on Mr. B. W. 
Pearse's property, he suggested that a 
1-inch pipe be put in, and offered to pay 
the cost thereof. This was his third ap- 
peal, ami should any sickness arise in his 
family by reason of the bad water, he 
proposed to lay the blame upon the city. 

The communication was referred to_ the 
water commissioner, with instructions 
to accept Mr. Blake's offer, and make 
the connection at his expense. 

The Dominion Publishing Company di 
reeled attention to their new illustrated 
work, "Cunada From Ocean to Ocean," 
and asked for an expression of opinion 
regarding it from the Mayor or council. 

Mayor Kedfern expressed great sati 
faction with the work, and more partic- 
ularly the chapters devoted to Victoria. 
He had not yet seen a better write-up of 
the city, he observed. 

The communication wont on the file, 
and on the suggestion of Alderman Cam- 
eron, the Mavor was authorized to reply. 

From the secretary of the executive 
committee of the Western Canadian 
Press Association came a notification of 
their intention to visit Victoria in mid- 
June, this letter being referred to the 
Mayor and finance committee, to suggest 
a proper form of reception. 

Carl Stromgren asked for the abate- 
ment of a nuisance occasioned by a bad 
drain in front of his premises at Victoria 
West, this communication being referred 
to the city engineer. 

A. T. Goward, local manager of the 
British Columbia Electric Railway Co., 
directed attention to the recent report 
of the acting city engineer as to the 
safety of city bridges, asking that it be 
made clear whether or not the curs of 
his company might hereafter cross the 
bridges witli their full complement of 
sixty passengers each. , 

This letter having been referred to the 
city engineer, he reported that the bridg- 
es were now quite safe for fully-laden 
cars; and upon this report it was decid- 
ed that the street railways regulation 
by-law be amended so as to grant the 
enlarged powers desired. 

James L. Bnymur, city water commis- 
sioner, referred to the question of the 
brass goods supplied by J. II. Warner 
& Co., and now delivered, asking wheth- 
er or not the council intended to claim 
damages before payment was made. The 
facts were related thus: John Boyd & 
Co., of Vancouver, and J. II. Warren & 
Co. were rival tenderers, the Vancouver 
linn explaining that it would be impossi- 
ble lo make delivery before a certain 
date, but quoting a price $185 lower than 
Warner & Co. The latter firm received 
the contract, guaranteeing delivery at a 
stated date, and then passing the order 
to Boyd & Co., who delivered at the 
time they had named in their own re- 
jected tender, through AVarner & Co. 

Alderman Humphrey thought it would 
be plain to every one that the city had 
suffered damage to the amount of at 
least $185 in this transaction, and sug- 
gested (endorsed by the Mayor) that the 
account be paid with a deduction of $185. 

A. contrary opinion prevailed, however, 
and the matter was referred to the 
water commissioner nnd the city solici- 
tor, for u report as to amount of damage 
actually sustained. 

Assistant Engineer E. E. Cousins re- 
ported upon the request of Mrs. Wollas- 
ton respecting unsanitary drains near her 
premises on Oak Bay avenue, recom- 
mending that 740 feet, of box drain in 
all be laid. The report was, after some 
discussion, adopted. 

James Willey nnd W. II. Hundley 
asked permission to erect a grand stand 
in Beacon Hill park, from which the fire- 
works might be advantageously viewed 
on the 24th, lust. The intention of these 
gentlemen was to erect n stand, subject 
to the approval of the building inspector, 
.•barging an admission fee of not more 
than 2."i cents on the night of the pyro- 
technic display. 

Mayor Red fern was heartily in favor 
of the privilege being granted, as a con- 
venience to those wJjp might not, care to 
stand through all of the display, and 
would be glad to pay for a seat, 

Other members of the bonrd took a 



similar view, and the motion was of- 
fered that the request be granted, sub- 
ject to the acceptance of the structure as 
safe by the building inspector. 

Aldeniian Stewurt wim distinctly op- 
posed to the erection of n grand stand in 
the public park, which would interfere 
witli the rights of citizens. 

Alderman Humphrey thought the park 
committee should have full power to act 
in this matter, and this suggestion was 
finally acted upon— having been embod- 
ied in resolution form. The feeling of 
the board appeared to be that the grand 
stand should bo allowed, but that it 
must not conflict with any favored view 
of the fireworks, or be a disfigurement to 
the park, even during its short life. 

From the special committee of which 
Alderman Beckwith was chairman came 
a report recommending that 100 feet of 
box-drain be laid on the south side of 
Pine street, and 200 feet on the north 
side of Bolton avenue, Victoria West; 
also that both Belton avenue and Pine 
street be covered witli gravel and the 
open drains closed. 

The gravel, it was. explained paren- 
thetically, could he obtained at a reason- 
able figure from Uapt. William Grant. 
There seemed a desire that definite in- 
formation should be before the council 
regarding the cost of this gravel and 
its laying, and the mutter was accord- 
ingly deterred for one week, during 
which the engineer will prepare a report 
in the direction indicated. 

A second special committee, of which 
Aid. Humphrey was chairman, reported 
that " we have carefully inquired into 
the matter of the proposal to remove the 
tramway track from the side to the ccn- 
of Fort street, between Government 
and Cook streets, and find that the cost 
involved in the change, both to the 
tramway company aud to the city, is so 
great that your committee are unable to 
see that the advantages to be derived 
from the proposed change would justify 
such an expenditure, and have therefore 
to recommend that the position of the 
track on the said street should remain 
as it is at present." 

This recommendation was adopted 
without debate. 

Chief Thomas Oeasy of the lire dc 
partment reported the satisfactory test 
of the new Champion chemical engine, 
of which he spoke in terms of highest 
praise, while recommending its accept- 
ance by the city. The recommendation 
was adopted. 

Applications for the joint office of 
sanitary officer and plumbing inspector 
were next presented, but on the sugges- 
tion of Aid. Brydou were laid over for 
action next Monday. In view of the 
office in question being jointly responsi- 
ble to the city engineer and city medical 
health officer, these two officers will 
select the most satisfactory candidates 
from their point of view, and present this 
preferred list to the council, the choice 
being made therefrom. 

The resolution looking to an exhibit 
of Vancouver Island minerals in the 
lobby of the post ollieo (published in the 
Colonist several days ago) was dulv 
moved by Aid. Williams, seconded by 
■ Aid. MacGregor. The former gentle- 
man brietiy explained the object sought, 
aud elaborating his motion, declared that 
the mineral wealth directly tributary to 
Victoria's prosperity was sadly neglected 
by the press. ,-• 

Pick up the morning paper, he said, 
aud you will find the mining districts of 
Kootenay or the North fully described 
aud praised- You will find almost 
every morning a column or two about 
the Rossland camp, and ubout once a 
week perhaps a quarter of a column re- 
garding the Island mines. 

He thought in view of the important 
part these mines aud their development 
must bear to the prosperity of Victoria 
thai every possible means should be 
taken to advertise their richness aud 
induce the investment of capital for 
their development. 

Aid. Stewart, while quite agreed that 
everything possible should be done to 
promote the development of Vancouver 
island mines, did not think anything 
would be accomplished by the passage 
of this resolution. It was well kuown 
that the Pastmaster-General had refused 
to allow any advertising matter to be dis- 
played in the post office, on any consid- 
eration whatever. This resolution was 
only a waste of time. Such an exhibit 
as contemplated might very well be 
placed in the leading hotels, and there 
it would be much more apt to accom- 
plish results through interesting capital- 
ists than if displayed iii the post oUicn 
lobby. 

Aid. Williams directed attention to the 
tact that advertising matter had been 
permitted m the old post office The 
application for the permission sought 
might be refused— or it might be grained 
in any event no harm would be done ii 
asking for it. 

Aid. Beckwith endorsed this view of 
the question. The council might try for 
the desired permission. And with a

While they were thus engaged, it was 
proposed by this resolution to ask the 
Dominion government to discriminate 
against them, aud subsidize another 
specially named steamer at the sugges- 
tion of the council. 

Aid. Stewart thought that such a sug- 
gestion should come from the Board of 
Trade or from the C. P, N. Co. 

Aid. MacGregor held that it would be 
impossible to operate the Islander on 
the Sound route at a profit, without the 
local trullic, that may only be done by 
an American bottom. 

The resolution was put and lost, Aid. 
Williams alone Baying " aye." 

" Do you want a show of hands?" iii- 
nuired the mayor. 

" Certainly," replied the alderman. 

" There was only one ' aye,' " ob- 
served Aid. Kinsman. 

The show of hands gave Aid. Kins- 
man and Williams in favor, aud the re- 
maining seven aldermen, with the 
mayor, opposed. 

The promised by-law to amend the 
street railway regulation by-law was 
then introduced by Aid. Hayward and 
Stewurt, and passed its first aud its 
second reading, going then into commit- 
tee. Its provision, it wus here explained, 
was to provide that only cars of not 
more than T'/i tons, when empty (the 
smaller cars in service) should be allowed 
to cross the James Buy and Bock Bay- 
bridges, and that tlic.se cars should only 
carry f>0 or less passengers at one time, 
in crossing these bridges. 

The mayor observed that the by-law- 
was iu accordance with the special re- 
port of the acting engineer. It had al- 
ways appeared to him a farce to see 
curs compelled to discharge all of their 
passengers over the limit number of 30, 
these extra passengers then crossing the 
bridge beside the car, making the weight 
on the bridge precisely the same. 

The only opposition offered to the by- 
law in committee wis from Aid. C;un- 
eron, who did not think the entire re- 
sponsibility of pronouncing the bridges 
safe should he so summarily accepted 
by the city— as it did by thus endorsing 
the report of the engineer. As to the 
mayor's statement that it was just the 
same to have passengers walk beside the 
car as ride over it, he disputed this— for 
the weight would be very differently dis- 
tributed. He was not in favor or the 
city going so far in the direction of 
assuming responsibility for the bridges 
as this by-law contemplated, and accord- 
ingly voted against it. 

The by-law was nevertheless reported 
complete without amendment, read a 
third time and passed. 

On the report of the passage of the 
Consolidated Debentures by-law, it too 
was passed through its third and final 
reading, ami the meeting terminated 
after a few inquiries by the nldermen as 
to the progress of certain municipal 
works before decided upon.

We present this morning a portion of 
sotno correspondence relating to military 
and naval reserves, which seems to show- 
that the province lias never been divest- 
ed of its title to any of the so-called re- 
serves on Burrard Inlet. It this is the 
case, the Ludgate lease from the Do- 
minion government carries uo authority 
with it, although it may be sufficient tc 
protect Mr. Ludgate from a criminal pro- 
ceeding. The courts always discourage 
the trial of legal rights by criminal pro- 
cess. 

The matter now being before the court, 
it would be manifestly improper for this 
paper to express any opinion as to the 
arrest of Mr. Ludgate, but the story, as 
told in our Vancouver dispatch, certainly 
places Mr. Attorney-General Martin in 
an extraordinary light. It shows, also, 
the correctness of the position loug ago 
taken by the Colonist in reference! to Ui 
acting for Mr. Ludgate. When the pro- 
ceedings instituted have been disposed of 
there -will be something more to be said 
in this behalf. 



BRITISH COLUMBIA JUDGES. 

Sir llibbert Tupper moved in parlin 
ment a few days ago for the correspond 
enee regarding the judiciary of British 
Columbia since July, 1S0S. His object 
in so doing is to bring up the question 
of the salaries of the County Court 
judges, which have been curtailed by 
the action of the provincial legislature 
in cuttiug off the $500 heretofore allowed 
them as stipendiary magistrates. Sir 
llibbert thinks that there was some 
correspondence, about the year 1SUS, in 
which the local authorities agreed to pay 
the $500 a year in addition to the sum 
voted by parliament. He says a similar 
condition existed at one time- in Ontario 
where the local legislature voted $1,000 
iu addition to the salary paid by parlia- 
ment. A constitutional question was 
raised and the Ontario vote was stopped, 
but the deliciency was made up by the 
federal government. Sir llibbert thinks 
there must be some correspondence be- 
tween the two governments in regard to 
the curtailing of the salaries of the 
County Court judges by our legislature. 
We fear that the motion will not elicit 
much information, because it is more 
than probable that the provincial govern- 
ment simply went ahead blindfold in 
this matter. 

Sir llibbert also desires to- have pro- 
duced any correspondence that may be 
in existence touching the residence of 
judges. He refers especially to the case 
of Judge Irving, who although his home 
is iu Victoria, Ls most of his time in Van- 
couver, notwithstanding the fact that the 
Chief Justice resides in Now Westmin- 
ster. Sir llibbert would like to know 
how this state of things has been 
brought about. 



A CHARACTERISTIC MISTAKE. 

A recent telegraphic despatch inti- 
mated that hereafter the negotiations 
between the British and United Stolen 
governments in regard to Canadian 
affairs would lie carried on without 
reference to the Canadian government, 
because the latter is alleged to be the 
stumbling block in the way of a settle- 
ment. Such a statement must be with- 
out any foundation, and simply of a 
piece with the stories .sent out from 
Washington lately to the effect Unit 
Canada was making all the trouble be- 
tween the two countries. The British 
government is not likely to think for a 
moment of interfering with Canada in 
the settlement of any disputed quest ions 
with the United States. On the con- 
trary, the disposition of that government 
will bo to permit Canada to have the 
decisive voice on all matters especially 
relating to her interests. Any other 
course than this would justly be regarded 
jia Intolerable by the people of the 
'.V?.V>r. . . ' ' : ' 



Dominion, who are ready to make reason- 
able sacrifices for Imperial interests, but 
will never be content to see their rights 
taken away without their consent. 

The mistake of the correspondent, who 
is responsible for this statement, is due 
in part to ignorance prevailing in the 
United States newspaper circles of the 
relations between Great Britaia and 
Canada. Notwithstanding all thnt has 
been published on the subject, there ut 
still a belief iu otherwise well-informed 
quarters in the United States that Can- 
ada is governed by the Imperial authori- 
ties after the fashion that the United 
States expects to govern the Philippines. 
There is another mistake frequently 
made by the United States press, and 
that is that the Dominion could not get 
along at all if it were not for certain 
privileges extended to it by that country. 
To read what some of the newspapers 
print or what some of the public men of 
the country say, one would suppose that 
Canada owes its very existence to the 
suffrance of the people of the republic. 
It is true that there are exceptions to 
this rule. Now and then au article 
appears in print, showing its writer to 
have some small idea of the importance 
and political condition of Canada, but 
as a general thing the Dominion is mis- 
understood to a degree that seems in- 
explicable on the part of a people, who 
are brought into contact with it and its 
people to such a degree- as are the 
Americans. 



RAILWAY SUBSUMES. 

Au article appeared in a recent issue 
of the Toronto Globe which is interest- 
ing, if not significant in connection with 
the declared intention of the Federal 
government to introduce resolutions giv- 
ing aid to sundry railways. The Globe 
asks: "Why should we not. provide in all 
future grants to railways that a percent- 
age of the annual net earnings of the 
roads aided should be returned to the 
state, until the full amount of the sub- 
sidies, with interest, is paid into the pub- 
lic treasury'.'" 

We think that in British Columbia, at 
least, there will be a general disposition 
to favor such an arrangement. We <l 
not say that the time has come when 
there should be an end to bald cash sub 
sidics, but we have been of the opinion 
for some time that, in the majority of 
cases, the subsidy should be represented 
by some interest in the road. Thus w 
favored the inclusion of an agreement 
in the Mackenzie-Mann subsidy for 'he 
Stiklne railway, that the province should 
receive a certain amount of the gro, 
earnings of the road. The Globe would 
like to see a provision inserted in every 
subsily grant giving the government 
power to purchase the line, and making 
the subsidy a payment on account when 
the purchase is made. 

Perhaps it is not necessary that there 
should be absolute uniformity in this 
matter, but railways might properly 
be divided into classes and tin- terms of 
the subsidy varied between them. A 
case can be supposed where the best 
form in which aid should take would be 
that of a guarantee on interest upon the 
company's bonds. As was ]>ointed out 
in the Colonist a few days ago, this so 
of aid given by the Manitoba gover 
ment to the Dauphin railway has never 
cost the province a dollar. Another plan 
that might be adopted in the case of cer- 
tain roads, especially those for the open- 
ing of mining sections difficult of access, 
would be the imposition of a certain fix- 
ed charge per ton of freight and per hc.nl 
of passengers, to go to the government. 
This was the plan which the Colonist 
favored in respect to a line from the 
coast of British Columbia to the Yukon 
waters. Somewhat similar to this is the 
idea of requiring the railway 
company to Imud over to tin- government 
a per centage of its gross earnings. The 
objection to making the government's 
share chargeable against the net earn- 
ings only is that net earnings are large- 
ly under the control of the company. 

But all these arc simply matters of de- 
tail. The principle which the Globe eon- 
tends for is independent of them, and it 
is the one which we would heartily en- 
dorse. At the same time, we do not say 
that case's do not exist, and may not 
hereafter arise, where the best way to 
adopt would be to give a certain sum 
outright, and retain only a right to regu- 
late rates of transportation. Possibly 
quite as much might be saved to the pub- 
lic in this way as would be got by any 
of the others. We also agree with the 
Globe iu thinking that the time has not 
yet come in Canada when we can ex- 
pect to get development roads with gov- 
ernmental assistance. 



KING COPPER. 



The New York Herald of the 7th, iust., 
gives some interesting particulars of 
the great copper combine now in pro- 
cess of organization. This project is of 
such vast dimensions that the $75,000,- 
(100 company, whose slock was put on 
llii' market a short time ago, is said to 
be only a small, preliminary step toward 
it. The capital talked of for the new con- 
cern is stated at anywhere between 
$200,000,000 and $400,000,000, ami the 
object of the combine is (o control the 
entire copper output of the world. 

Then? is less available copper in the 
world to-day, and less in sight, than is 
needed for current consumption, and the 
demands of the market are Increasing. 
All the navies of the world call for great 
quantities of this metal. II. is needed by 
the cartridge factories. The demand for 
it in connection with electrical appliances 
is enormous, is growing rapidly, and may 
be expected to expand even more rap- 
idly than heretofore. This will account 
for the rise in price from 12 cents n 
pound on May 1, 1898, to 11)'/.. cents on 
the same date, 181)!). 

Immense fortunes have been made in 
popper during the past year, or, rather, in 



shares ia copper companies. Indeed, it 
is hardly possible to suggest a copper 
stock that was not a bonauzn for its 
owners. For example: Anaconda went 
up from 25 to (57 in last year, Calumet 
& Heel a from 515 to 850, Centennial 
from ltf to -12, Boston & Montana from 
174: to 3SS, Butte & Boston from 24 to 
102, and so on. 

The latest return of the world's output 
of copper are for 181)7, when it was 405,- 
931 tons, divided as follows:

It thus appears that North America 
produces 230,079 tons of copper, against 
100,252 tons produced by the rest of 
the world. Another notable fact is that 
while the North American output is in- 
creasing ut a rate that more than dou- 
bled it during the Inst ilectide, the pro- 
duct of the rest of the world is prac- 
tically ut a standstill, the increase being 
only a little more than 1 per cent, a 
year. It is easy to hoc, therefore, that 
the control of the American output 
means, temporarily at least, that is, un- 
til new mines are opened up elsewhere, 
the control of the price throughout the 
world. 

Thus is the second time that an at- 
tempt has been made to corner the cop- 
per market. About ten yenrs ago, Mr. 
Seeretan of the Societe des Metaux at- 
tempted the same thing, and for n time 
succeeded in doubling the price of the 
metal, but he could not keep it up, and 
when the crash came it ruined everyone 
connected with the combine. The peo- 
ple at the back of the present movement 
are the Standard Oil concern, but as- 
sociated with them are W. A. Clark and 
Marcus Daly. Thomas W. Lawson, A. 
S. Bigelow and the other great Boston 
copper capitalists are also in it. In- 
deed, the scheme had its origin in Bos- 
ton, which has fur some time past been 
the centre of the copper business or 
America. It is intimated that the Roths- 
childs are also interested in the ileal to 
the extent of furnishing a part of the 
money. Ultimately the intention is to 
put the stock in the hands of the public, 
and if n crash ever comes it will not 
be the rich promoters who will drop their 
money, but the general body of investors 
who buy in at an advanced price. When 
one thinks of the enormous power upon 
the fortunes of others wielded by a com- 
pany having $400,000,000 stock ailoat, 
the value of which can he depressed or 
raised at. will, one shrinks from con- 
templation of what may occur as the 
result of this great project. It scents, 
indeed, as if it should be made illegal 
for any combination to acquire the pow- 
er to manipulate such a vast enterprise. 

The utmosphero on the Transvaal

Sir: As you have invited the public 
to~air their views ou~ the question of 
ferry schemes and harbor improvement, 
through the medium of your columns, 
may 1 ask for space in wdiieh to give the 
opinion of an ordinary citizen who has 
no axe to grind? 

In the issue of the 13th instant the 
Times gives, side, by side, what it calls 
" a perfectly dispassionate view " of the 
Sorby scheme und the Dunsmuir propo- 
sition. It also states that the two are 
so absolutely antagonistic that the ac- 
ceptance of one would kill the other. 

In this view I cannot agree with the 
Times, and I think the two could be 
very well combined so as to make both 
acceptable aud beneficial to the city. 

Mr. Dunsinuir's proposition includes 
the purchase by the city of ID acres of 
land on the Indian reserve, to be handed 
over to the E. 4: N. Railway Co. for ter- 
minal purposes, the cost of which is esti- 
mated by the Times at $5l),U00. The 
proposition also includes the erection of 
a bridge across the mouth of the harbor, 
the cost of which I cannot pretend to 
estimate, but 1 should think would 
reach somewhere in the neighborhood of 
$500,000. 

.Mr. Sorby's scheme also includes the 
removal of the E. & N. Railway Co.' 
terminus from its present location, on 
Store street, to the Indian reserve; and 
he does not suggest that the railway 
company is to bear the expense of this. 
He further proposes a system of railway 
tracks around the harbor, so that all the 
wharves will he connected with the 
railway terminus, wherever it may be.

British Columbia 

Owns the Island. 



As Shown by Correspondence Between Provincial and 
Dominion Governments and Naval Authorities 
in Respect to Naval Reserves. 



Admiralty and Dominion Government Protested Against a Sale 
of Certain Lands But Provincial Government 
Maintained Their Right. 



Claim of the Dominion Government to Deadman's Island Ef- 
fectively Disposed Of by Letters of 
Twenty Years Ago. 



The correspondence iiuoted below 
seems to show beyond the slightest 
doubt that the title to Detidman's island 
is vested neither in the Federal nor the 
Imperial government, but in the Provin- 
cial government. To prove that the Do- 
minion has no title whatever in the isl- 
and, or any other land on liurrard In- 
let, the following may be quoted from a 
letter by Premier Sniithe of British Co- 
lumbia, dated ut the Kussell Liouse, Ot- 
tawa, April 4, 18S4, and addressed to 
Sir John Maedouald: 

"2. That your government having def- 
initely deeideil not to extend the Cana- 
dian Pacific beyond Port' Moody as a 
government woru, the crown lands which 
are located to the west of Port Moody 
shall revert to the province, and shall lie 
'.pen to be dealt with as may be deemed 
best by the government and legislature' 
of the province." 

To this .Sir John Maedouald replied: 

'•2. Port Moody having been fixed up- 
on by the Canadian parliament, in Mir 
act incorporating the Canadian Pacific 
railway, as the Pacific terminus of th.it 
railway, the Canadian government has 
no claim upon any lands in your prov- 
ince except those included in what is 
known as the Railway Belt Under the 
Terms of Union, and the traet of land 
lately granted east of the Rocky moun- 
tains." 

In pursuance of the agreement thus 
made between the province and the Do- 
minion an order-in-council was made by 
the provincial executive in pursuance of 
the following report of a committee of 
council:

Uhicf Deasy find his brigade are now 
comfortably installed in their new head- 
quarters in the market building, which 
adapts itself very well to the purposes 
to which it has at last been put. The lit- 
llug up of tlie barracks approaches com- 
pletion, and even now the Central sta- 
tion has begun to assume n metropolitan 
air. The apparatus room is arranged on 
tiae principle adopted in New York, Chi- 
cago and San Francisco, the various fire- 
lighting machines being arranged in two 
ranks, with the horses behind, in the 
order shown in the accompanying dia- 
gram: 

No. 1 is the John Grant steamer; No. 
2 die hose carriage, and No. ;i the Alex. 
Stewart chemical — the three pieces of 
apparatus first requiicd in the event of 
fire. No. 4 is the chief's buggy, No. 5 
the Charles Red fern steam engine, and 
No. 6 the aerial ladder truck. 

An alarm coming in automatically reg- 
isters as well as sounds the box, turns 
on nil lights, and releases the doors of 
the first rank of horses, which dash to 
the front and under the harness of the 
Grant, the hose carriage and the chem- 
ical. 

As those go through the main doors 
their opening releases the second lot of 
horiies for the remainder of the appara- 
tus. 

Tins apparatus room is 50 feet wide by 
70 in length, or 50x120, including the 
stalls behind. The floor is 3xG planks 
on edge, cemented with hot tar; some 
idea of its solidity may he formed when 
it is known that 1100 pounds — more than 
half a ton — of nails hold it together. 
The room is light and airy, modern in 
its every appointment, and complete with 
automatic-acting release doors, lighters, 
harness, etc. 

On the floor nbove Chief Doasy has 
his office, and a suite of living rooms, the 
former connecting with the brigade dor- 



mitory, from which opeu the bedrooms 
of the engineers, drivers aud call men. 
There are also on this floor a large re- 
cording gong, the battery and recreation 
rooms, and a bath room with gas heater

Though Some Early Prospectors There 
Have Been Very Easily Discour- 
aged—The First Building. 

Atlln, April 27.— A lot has been said about 
Atlln and Its prospects by many prominent 
men ot the place. It lias been boomed more 
ur less, aud very Justly, too. It Is us yet, 
practically speaking, a country that there 
Is very little known about It; a place where 
but little true prospecting lias been done— 
prospecting as It Is doiu, In other large 
camps of the world. It la a place where 
men have congregated who are not miners, 
who [nit down small holes of two or three 
reel and call It a prospect hole; and if a 
little seepage water comes In they give up 
In despair and run the country down. These 
men go outside to the cou.,t and the cities 
and suy Unit the country is no good.

Ah for the little town of Atlln. It Is 
growing steadily, and several very nice 
buildings arc ilea ring completion.

Thaln as manager, are putting up a very 
fine building <m the corner of Rant avenue 
and First street. It will, when completed, 
be used as a store anil hotel. Messrs. Rice 
and Elastic have completed their new build- 
ing on the corner of of Discovery and First 
street.

By a proclamation promulgated prior to 
the foregoing date, Issued under the seal of 
the colony on the 14th February, lSoi), his 
excellency the governor declared that all 
the lands In Itrltlsh Columbia, and all the 
milieu and minerals therein, belonged to 
the crown In fee, and that It was competent 
for the executive at any time to reserve 
such portions of the unoccupied lauds and 
for such purposes as the executive should 
deem desirable. 

from Information obtained recently nt 
the government hinds and works office In 
Victoria, It appears that the provlnclnl 
government have already disposed of a por- 
tion In one ense, and the whole of another 
of those reserves. 

Thus at English Bay a grant of Ifl acres 
of the naval reserve was made on the 22nd 
of June, 1878, to one Jeremiah Rogers, and 
the existing site of the present small town 
of Granville, which constituted another 
nnvnl reserve, about 80 acres, has been 
disposed of to various private Individuals. 

The remaining two reserves do not, how- 
ever, appear to have us vet been Interfered 
with. 

As :l full report upon this subject Is about 
to be transmitted to the admiralty, through 
the commander-in-chief, In the meantime, 
mid until their lordships' pleasure Is signi- 
fied, 1 have the honor to request that you 
will lie pleased to move your ministers to 
suspend any further disposition of the re- 
serves In question upon which the admiralty 
have undoubtedly a prior and legal claim as 
nnvnl property absolutely.

A meeting of the executive council 
was held, nnd as a result the following 
reply was sent to Admiral Culme-Sey- 
mour: 

The Lieutenant-Governor to Kear-Admlrul 
.Seymour: 

Government House, Victoria, 
Fouruary r>, 1880. 
Sir,— In response to you letter of the 2r,th 
of January Inst, enclosing a copy of one 
from the secretary of the admiralty to the 
under seeretnry of state for the colonics, 
dated the 15th of January, 1885, and re- 
ferring to the question of hinds reserved 
at Burrard Inlet by the government of 
British Columbia for the use of the navy. 
I nave the honor to state that I referred 
the matter nt once to my executive council, 
nnd that I yesterday approved of n report 
of the honorable executive council, which, 
after reciting the subject of your com- 
munication above referred to, goes on to 
state : 

1. That although the plots of land re- 
ferred to are not considered by the gov- 
ernment to be naval property, yet they are 
being withheld from sal- or settlement, 
pending the wishes of the admiralty with 
respect to them being made known. 

2. That the provincial government are 
ready to grant the reserves In question to 
the Imperial government for naval purposes, 
when required. 

That out or the reserve on the south 
side of English Hay sixteen (1(>) acres were 
conveyed by crown grant co one Jeremiah 
Rogers, by authority of orders or the hon- 
orable tlie executive council, approved on 
the 10th and 22ud June, 1S78. 

■1. Thai the remainder of the reserve lias 
not been encroached upon, ami that the 
reserve nt fort Moody Is Intact. 

I enclose a copy rrom the nautical survey 
by Captain Ulclurds, II. M.S. "Hump, r," 
Wherein the reserves proposed by him are 
marked. I am glad thus to be nbie to point 
out that, notwithstanding the length of 
time which has elapsed since the applica- 
tion by Captain Richards, during which 
time no further step has been taken on the 
part of the lords of the admiralty, this 
government has reserved Intact, with the 
one slight exception referred to above, the 
plotH of land then applied for. and bold 
them now subject to the wishes of Her 
Majesty's government.

Promcnndc Concert In Drill Hall To- 
Nlfilil In aid of the Orphanage. 
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Prom Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Muy 15. — Theodora Lud- 
gate, who claims Deadnian's island by 
virtue of his lease from tlic Dominion 
government was placed under arrest to- 
day at the instance of the provincial 
authorities for as they claim illegally 
felling timber on the island. He forcibly 
resisted arrest, and there was great ex- 
citement for n time. 

Soon after daylight a large gang of 
men reached the island in boats, and 
Immediately commenced work on the 
trees. At (5:15 a provincial representa- 
tive in the person of Mr. Clicrrill arrived, 
and presented to Mr. Ludgato a Jotter 
of authority from Timber Inspector 
Skinner to Gherrill, reading as follows: 

" You have been placed fully iu charge 
and possession of that tract of land 
known as Deadnian's island. You •will 
use all diligence to prevent any destruc- 
tion of property or other interference 
with the jiluee." 

" That's all rght," said Mr. Ludgato; 
" I'm hero under authority and under a 
lease from the Dominion government, 
and I am going to stay until I am re- 
moved by force. I assume all respon- 
sibility." 

Mr. Gherrill thereupon retired, and 
soon afterwards a boat continuing city 
police appeared on the scene. Officer 
Buines ordered that operations eeuse, 
otherwise he would have to place the 
working party under arrest. To this 
Mr. Ludgate curtly replied that he pro- 
posed to hold possession of the island 
until manacled and forcibly removed. 
The mayor, he said, did not represent 
the wishes of the people in the matter, 
and dare not go back for election upon 
it. The city police finding Mr. Ludgate 
obdurate, went away for further 
structions. 

Mayor Garden arrived about S o'clock 
and exchanged a few -words with Mr. 
Ludgate, without any change in the situ- 
ation. Then at o'clock Attorney- 
Geueral Martin, Stipendiary Magistrate 
Anderson and Provincial Olllcer Gamp 
bell arrived iu the park in a carriage 
Olllcer Campbell walked direct to Lud 
gate, reading a warrant for his arrest 
Ludgate replied that be would resist 
arrest by force and that he would not 
order his men to stop work. He re- 
minded the constable that the Dominion 
government's lease was his authority for 
being there, and also said that it was 
good enough to protect him. 

Campbell replied that he would be 
compelled to use force unless peaceful 
surrender was made. 

Mr. Ludgate said his solicitor, Mr. 
Bowser, would arrive shortly, and unless 
advised to submit to arrest by him, he 
would make a struggle. 

" We'll have to take you in charge, 
then. Mr. Buines, help mo," was the 
constable's reply. A desperate struggle 
ensued, and for a time it looked as 
though the two officers would be over- 
matched. Baines was hurled back, but 
returned to the charge. Finally a trip 
brought the whole party to the ground, 
and the struggle was continued. Event- 
ually Campbell managed to get on Lud- 
gate's back and hold him there until 
Baines put on the handcuffs, 

In the meantime Mr. Anderson had 
read the riot act and the Attorney-Gen- 
eral cautioned all present to leave within 
half an hour; failure to obey would 
mean being shot down, he said, anil im- 
prisonment for life. Alderman Brown 
and ex-Alderman Olendenning protested, 
but Mr. Martin said ho was bound to 
maintain law and order. Mr. Ludgate 
was then led, handcuffed, to the bridge 
over the tortuous trail. The men slowly 
dispersed, shouting out as they did ex- 
pressions indicative of their disapproval 
of the interference. 

After the departure or Theodore Lud- 
gate, the men working near the Hcene 
of tin.' arrest threw down their axes and 
walked over to where Wallace Ludgate 
and Capt. Gates were discussing the 
situation. "We will stay by you, Gap- 
tain," said one of the men, looking defi- 
antly at the police officers. " You've 
simply got to give the word." 

" Why didn't you call us before?" 
queried a little man, forcing himself to 
the front of the group. 

Wallace Ludgate, as the men joined 
the group from distant parts of the 
island, held another consultation with 
Capt. CntoH and Mr. Thomas. When it 
was. concluded he said: "Men, you 
bud better clear ofl the island. We can 
do no good here now, and orders have 
been given 1o the olllcers to shoot you 
if you remain here after .'50 minutes." 
The men resolutely held their ground for 
a few minutes, but receiving no word of 
encouragement from .Mr. Ludgate they 
dispersed- Ludgate thou 'walked to 
various parts of the island where men 
were working, apprised tlient of the ar- 
rest, and advised them to leave. Opera- 
tions were quickly suspended, and be- 
; tween 51) and CO of the men gathered 
| near the bridge and talked the matter 
over. 

Some firebrand speeches were made, 
it being suggested that two or three 
hundred men be gathered In the city, 

I proceed to the island and hold it in Mr. 

■ Ludgnte'a name agninsi all comers; 
This suggestion was not acted upon. 
Fifteen minutes after Mr. Ludgate was 
driven over to the city the island was 



deserted, excepting by provincial guard 
Cheriill, city policeman Baines and a few 
fishermen. 

One of the men, working at a distant 
part of the island when the row occur- 
red, with fifteen or twenty others, said: 
"Mr. Ludgate should have sent word to 
us that there was trouble. He would not 
be on his way to gaol now it he had. 
Every man of us would have fought for 
him." 

Alter the men had dispersed, City Po- 
lice Olllcer Haines proceeded to the park- 
keeper's hous,e and telephoned to the city 
that all trouble was at an gnu. On his 
return to the island, Buines said: "1 
did not thiuk that Mr, Ludgate would 
oiler such a strong resistance, Provin- 
cial Constable Campbell tackled him 
first, and when Ludgate W.ould not have 
the handcuffs on, 1 was culled on to as- 
sist. We struggled urouud on the ground 
for a while, and Ludgate put up a pretty 
plucky light. It's pietty hard for two 
men to wrestle with one, though. We 
did not. want to hurt Ludgate, and I 
think the only injury he received was a 
scratch on the face." 

Mr. Ludgate was taken to Timber In- 
spector Skinner's office in the court 
bouse. Numerous oilers to put up bonds 
for his release were refused by him. "I 
don't want bail," he said. "1 am going 
to test this thing thoroughly. I am si ill 
under arrest, but will be permitted to 
go home lo lunch. A provincial officer 
will accompany me." 

Mr. Armstrong, of Armstrong & Mor- 
rison, offered to put up a large bail bond 
for -Mr. Ludgate s release, but the latter 
firmly refused bis offer, with thanks. 

Mr. Skinner's office was crowded with 
supporters and uympatlzers of the mill- 
man. "1 am not badly hurl," said Mr. 
Ludgate, in reply to a question. "Th 'V 
spilled a little of my blood on the island, 
but. I will possibly survive that." He 
had no idea what the provincial authori- 
ties intended doing with him. He would, 
he said, like to have Rome disposition 
made of his case at once, 

"Will you go to jail in the meantime'.'" 
he was asked. 

"Yes, I suppose so," was the reply. 
"I am not going to ask any one to go 
my bail." 

Mr. Ludgate was formally charged 
with unlawfully cutting timber on crown 
lands. The ease was called before Sti- 
pendiary Magistrates Mellon and An- 
derson at 2 o'clock in the afternoon. At- 
tornoy-Genernl Martin appeared for the 
province, and W. .T, Bowser for Ludgate. 
Mr. Bowser cited many cases to show 
that Ludgate could not be proceeded 
against criminally for doing what he 
thought right, and that the magistrates 
had no jurisdiction. The case was post- 
poned till Thursday, Mr. Ludgate being 
allowed out without bail. The court 
room was packed, and the crowd cheered 
the points made in Ludgate's favor. Mr. 
Bowser made the point that there was 
no "county of Vancouver." as stated in 
the case, according to statute. The At- 
torney-General said that it was a cler- 
ical error in the act, which made it ap- 
pear that there was no county.

GOLD DEPOSITS IN PHILIPPINES 

At this distance mid with the slight ex- 
ploratory work which has been carried on 
In the Philippine Islands, the minerals 
that can be profitably exported are best 
Known. Mr. tieorgc i\ Becker In his re- 
cent investigation has given a very clear 
view of the present mineral exploration 
iu the Philippines, and has showl that gold 
Is found in u great number of localities 
Iu the archipelago, from northern Luzon 
to central Mindanao. In most eases the 
gidd Is dctrltnl, and is found either Iu ex- 
isting water-courses or in deposits now 
deserted by the current. It Is said that 
In Mindanao some of the gravels are in an 
elevated position and adapted to hydraulic 
mining'. There are no data at hand which 
Indicate decisively the value of any of the 
placers, but the fact that they are washed 
largely with eocoiinut shells for pans by the 
natives Is nn Indication of either rich 
deposits or quite coarse gold. In the prov- 
ince of Abra, ill the northern end of Luzon, 
there lire pincers, and the river Abra llself 
yields auriferous gravel. In Le Planto there 
are gold-quartz veins as well as gravels, 
nnd here also is the best developed de- 
posit of copper ores, alt hough these are 
also reported from ii great number of lo- 
calities on the Islands of Luzon, Mlndoro, 
Caput Masbnte, Panay nnd Mindanao. This 
Inst Island Is practically unexplored and 
full of possibilities.-!)!-. David T. Day, In 
The Engineering Magazine for May.
